Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that Park does not teach acrylate and 
polyetheracrylate oligomers used in combination; Park does not teach the coating adheres to the edge face of an 
adhesive roll; and that the coating is cured under nitrogen blanket. Applicants also argue the deficiencies of JP '353, 
such as a solvent is used by JP '353. Additionally, Applicants argue the motivation to combine JP '353 and Park is not 
clear. The Examiners commented that 1) the claims do not reflect their arguments; 2) the rational for motivation for 
combination is proper, despite Applicants con^pnts to the contrary; and 3) suggest that a Declaration of unobviousness 
such as curing under nitrogen blanket might help clarifying the instant claimed invention.
